SDBJT^CT stated that on Movenber 22, 1963, he and PI^C^ M. 
ALT?-tAH. also with WAA, were standing near the corner of Sjjn and 
Houston watching President JOHN F, KENIffiDY'S motorcade. Suddenly, 
three shots rang out and he and ALIilAN started running. A few 
moments later they ran"into the TKXSS SGHnoi BOOK DTOSITOHY BUU-OIJIG 
where ATJ>!AH used a telephone to call his radio station. SUBJFKT 
stated that he was not aoouainted with tSS HARVSY OSW/VIJ) or JACK RDBY, 
nor did he remember seeing either of them on the day of the assassination. 
He also said that as he was leaving the aforementioned bui'iding, someone 
took his name and address, but he does hot knovf who this person was.
